1. AGENDA ITEM 7 WAS OPENED BY SIR HARRY GREENFIELD, 

CHAIRMAN OF INCB, WHO IN MARCH WILL LEAVE THE BOARD 
AFTER 26 YEARS SERVICE WITH 21 YEARS AS CHAIRMAN FOR 
TREATY ORGANS. 

2. GREENFIELD'S STATEMENT AS CUSTOMARY GAVE BRIEF PA- 
NORAMIC SURVEY OF CURRENT INTERNATIONAL CONTROL SITUATION. 

TEXT OF STATEMENT WILL BE AIRGRAMED TO ADDRESSEES. 

3. HE COMMENTED ON EXCELLENCE OF LEGAL CONTROL SYSTEM 
WHERE FROM RAW MATERIAL PRODUCTION, MANUFACTURE AND DIS- 
TRIBUTION LEAKAGE TO ILLICIT CHANNELS IS MINIMAL. WITH 
TERMINATION OF POPPY PRODUCTION IN TURKEY AT END OF 1972 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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THE AREA OF RISK OF DIVERSION TO ILLICIT TRAFFIC HAS 
BEEN SUBSTANTIALLY REDUCED. 

4. AUTHORIZED COCA BUSH CULTIVATION FELL SHORT OF 
EFFECTIVE LIMITATION ACHIEVED IN RESPECT OF AUTHORIZED 
POPPY CULTIVATION RESULTING IN COCA MASTICATION AND IN 
CREASED COCAINE TRAFFIC. GREAT CONCERN WAS EXPRESSED 
OVER ILLICIT OR UNCONTROLLED PRODUCTION OF OPIUM. COCA

6. OVERALL DRUG TRAFFIC AND ABUSE MIGHT BE VIEWED WITH 
CAUTIOUS OPTIMISM ON BASIS OF IMPROVED SITUATION IN 
SEVERAL DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. INCREASED ENFORCEMENT 
RESPONSE OF GOVERNMENTS OF TURKEY, BURMA AND THAILAND 
WAS NOTED. COOPERATIVE ATTITUDE OF IRAN, AFGHANISTAN 
AND PAKISTAN IN PARTICIPATING IN STUDIES AND SURVEYS 

WAS NOTED, AND HOPE WAS EXPRESSED FOR INCREASED REGIONAL 
COOPERATION BY THOSE GOVERNMENTS. 

7. EXCELLENCE OF INTERNATIONAL POLICE AND CUSTOMS CO- 
OPERATION WAS REPORTED, AND PARTICULARLY COOPERATION 
BETWEEN MEXICO AND UNITED STATES TO SUPPRESS INCREASED 
FLOW OF BROWN HEROIN FROM MEXICO. FOR FUTURE BOARD EN- 
VISAGED NEED FOR MORE REGIONAL COOPERATION. 

8. CANNABIS TRAFFIC AND ABUSE CONTINUED TO INCREASE, 
PARTICULARLY OF HASHICH OIL WHICH WAS DEEPLY DISQUIETING. 
MISUSE OF BARBITURATES CALLS FOR PROVIDING BOARD WITH 
STATISTICS DESIRED BY 1971 PSYCHOTROPIC CONVENTION. 

9. IN CONCLUSION A PLEA ON BEHALF OF UNFDAC WAS MADE.
